She said the town may already be 
contributing one per cent or more of 
its budget toward visual arts through its 
discretionary grants program to various 
agencies, but a staff report will deter¬ 
mine the actual amount.

Dawn of new age for seniors 


T oday's older adults are different 
than yesteryear’s senior citizens. 

It is the dawn of a new age. 

How do these statements relate 
to seizing the opportunity for 
local community and economic 
development in Niagara? 

Reflect for a moment on your 
community and your circle of family 
and friends and you will see this new 
age for yourself. Most of today's older 
adults are increasingly well and active; 
living longer; providing valued support 
to their families; contributing their 
life experience and expertise to the 
community through their volunteer 
work; making donations to worthy 
causes in greater numbers than other 
age groups; significant consumers in 
the local economy. 

A group of older adults who typify 
this unprecedented new age reality 
have formed the Niagara Age- 
Friendly Community Network. These 
volunteers are mostly retired and 
are now partnering with community 
stakeholders to promote an Age- 
Friendly Niagara — a community for all 
ages. A community that features many 
amenities within walking distance, 
walking and cycling trails with benches 
and washrooms, affordable transit 
within and between municipalities, 
signs with large print, convenient 
curb cuts at intersections and parking 
lots and a lot of intergeneradonal 
interaction is a community that is age- 
friendly and one that meets the needs of 
all generations. 

The Age-Friendly Community 
Network, originally funded by the 
Ontario Trillium Foundation in 2009, 
has raised awareness across Niagara 
about the World Health Organization’s 
age-friendly community domains, 
some of which are respect and social 
inclusion, civic participation, and age- 
appropriate housing, outdoor spaces 
and buildings and transportation. 

In 2015 the Network launched the 
Niagara Aging Strategy and Action 
Plan compiled with input from 
approximately 500 individuals from 


across Niagara that included older 
adults and stakeholders from public 
services and businesses. 

This Aging Strategy has five goals that 
outline more than 100 potential actions. 
The goals range from fostering an active 
and positive lifestyle that reflects this 
new age to improving access to health 
and wellness services to support aging 
at home. 

Firsdy, for implementation of the 
strategy, the network leaders have 
identified community champions for 
the five goals. For example, recreation 
and leisure studies students at Brock 
University and Niagara College have 
collaborated on conducting focus 
groups of older adults and service 
providers in Thorold and Welland to 
assess the needs of this new age of 
older adults with respect to active and 
positive lifestyles. 

Secondly, the network leaders 
are making presentations to all 
13 municipal councils in Niagara 
with suggested follow-up actions. 
Municipalities are being encouraged 
to form an age-friendly advisory 
committee to address the needs of its 
residents. Seven local municipalities 
have moved in this direction, and others 
are considering this step. 

Niagara's demographics make 
seizing this opportunity particularly 
compelling. Niagara has one of largest 
percentages of older adults in Canada, 
with 18.8 per cent of the population 
over the age of 65, compared to the 
Ontario average of 14.2 per cent The 
Niagara 55-plus population is forecast 
to increase to 36 per cent by2031 from 
27 per cent in 2006, in large part due to 
older adults from the Greater Toronto 
Area and from other parts of Canada 
finding Niagara a desirable place to live. 

Communities that seize the 
opportunity created by this new age will 
reap the social and economic benefits 
accordingly.
